District Attorney Jim Garri- 
son has released a photograph - 
o f Lee Harvey Oswald in a Civil 
Air Patrol uniform, a picture lie 
claims the federal government ' 
attempted to suppress* 

The photograph of Oswald, j 
who was named the assassin ©f 
the late President John P. Ken- 
nedy by the Warren Co mm is* 
sion, was distributed yesterday 
afternoon during a press con* 
ference called by Garrison. 

THE PHOTOGRAPH, Garri- 
son asserted, proves that Os- 
wald knew David W. Feme, 
whom he described as a ^ well- 
known, literally famous adven- 
turer in the CIA/ 1 

Garrison claims that Oswald, 
Feme and Clay L. Shaw con- 
spired to assassinate President 
Kennedy. c « 

Shaw has been charged with 
conspiracy and was scheduled 
to go to trial June H here. A 
temporary restraining order is- 


sued by Federal District Judge 
Frederick J. E. Heebe Tuesday 
postponed the trial indefinitely. 


ramus, WHO WAS a CAP 
commander; here at one time,

Shaw, a 55-year-old . retired 
businessman, says he never 
knew Oswald or Feme*. 

The Warren Report, which 
Garrison has attacked, men- 
tioned that Oswald “was brief- 
ly a member of the Civil Air 
Patrol”

The DA said the photograph ' 
of Oswald was probably taken 
sometime between 195$ and 
1957, 

There have been assertions 
that Ferrie and Oswald were In 
CAP during the same period of r 
time but that they never knew 
each other because they were in 
different squadrons. Garrison 
said, “Whether Oswald was in 
the New Orleans Squadron or 
the Moisant Squadron is unim- 
portant, because the two groups 
met together.” 

REFERRING TO THE pho- 
tograph, Garrison said it was 
contained in a little known book 
written shortly after the Kenne- 
dy assassination in Dallas, Nov. 

22, 19E3. He speculated that the 
picture probably was given to 
the autor by the Oswald fam- 
ily. 

Garrison claimed that the 
federal government purchased 
what it believed to be all of the 
copies of the book and then sup- 
pressed the picture. 

The DA would not name the 
book, but saM he obtained a 
copy of jt which federal author- 
ities apparently missed. 

THE TEMPORARY restrain- 
ing order Issued by Judge Hee- 
be grew out of a suit filed Mon- 
day by Shaw’s attorneys, claim- 
ing big constitutional rights are 
being denied by the DA and his 
staff and attacking the constitu- 
tionality of various Louisiana 
laws. The suit also asked that 
the Warren Commission find- 
ings be ruled admissible evi- 
dence in any court. A three- 
judge federal panel will hear 
the suit, but no date is set yet. 

At the news conference, Gar- 
rison attacked the restraining 
order as another example of 
federal interference with his in- 
quiry and a power play by the 
government to suppress the 
facts.
